20,000 stand of arms and equipments are 
ready to bo forwarded to their destination ou 
the Cuban coast. Councils ol war urn 
nightly held in this city and many prominent 
ex-army and naval officers and volunteers 
link their fortunes with tbo Cubans. On 
Thursday night a company of sixty men 
and officeis were put on board a gunboat ai d 
carried lo Sandy Point, and fienco embarked 
oo a vessol for Uaba. Two weeks ago a 
large steamer was despatched from Ibis port 
in ballast, touched near Gape May and took 
abo trd arms, equipment* and stores, besiilos 
munitions aud men from Philadelphia. Men 
are also oollecling at Boston and several 
Southern poite.

Wheneteb any posniblo amelioration 
of our prosent condition is proposed, and 
its various advantages discussed, the ar- 
gument is nBU&Hy brought to a close by 
tbe conditional addendum, "when the ex- 
penses of Government are reduced;" or 
when wo aro rid of the present system of 
Government; the feeling being that any 
new system must be better and chooper 
than the present one. Now, such being 
the state of public sentiment, let ns ask 
what are the people of this colony doing 
to achieve tbe revolution which it 
is evidently their desiro to bring about ? 
Have thoy petitioned the Home Govern- 
ment ? are they taking care that by ex- 
pressing themselves at publio meetings 
and elsewhero, they are unmistakeably 
clear about the matter, so that any objecs 
tions they may raise should not be misun- 
derstood, and attributed to somo factious 
discontent conQned to a few, and really 
expressing only tbe feelings of the min- 
ority ? We can assure thoso who are 
sincerely desirous of a change, that there 
is a systematic course of deception beiug 
practised between the Executive and the 
people; unworthy mon talk about the 
street as if they listened to and sympa- 
thised with the people in their efforts to 
remove the present expensive Governx 
ment, and then take the earliest opportu- 
nity of assuring the Exocutive that the 
people are quite contented and happy. 
That such things are, wo have good 
reason to believe, and under such cir- 
cumstances, it is no wonder that our 
oitizena are beginning to think that any 
relief tnrongh the present Executive is 
simply out of the question. There is, 
therefore, only one way of obtaining the 
redrew asked for, and that is, by appeal- 
ing at once to the' Home Government. 
The twaddle advanced by those who 
wish to divert the people's attention 
from this line of procedure, is to tho 
effect that the Colonial Office in Down- 
ing street is the source whence all our 
troubles flow; that our much abused 
Executive is only the unfortunate tool of 
the malevolent Colonial Secretary, who 
is busily occupied in hatching all kinds of 
dreadful plots for the destruction of the 
Colony. He is represented as a perfect 
fiend; be wishes to depopulate the Col- 
ony, and the means ho has adopted to 
accomplish this is to send out cer- 
toin poor, inoffensive men who are 
required to ocoupy certain nominal 
positions, and make laws that will en- 
able them to draw big salaries and 
prevent the people earning tho means 
to pay them. He is so determined to 
accomplish his attrocious designs that 
he requires every useful onaotmont to 
be sent to him lest any incaution or 
momentary weaknoss on tho part of our 
haraano Exeoutive should botray them 
into granting the people any measure 
that would bring about a moro pros- 
perous state of things. Such a mons- 
trous absurdity is daily foistod on our 
citizens with tho expectation ot its bei ng 
received as a truth. How long aro tho 
people of this Colony going to allow 
themselves to bo cajolod by a parcel of 
miserable hangoib Will the people 
nover learn that thoy have tho power 
in their own hands, and can bring 
about a change when thoy ohooso to do 
bo by a unanimous effort.? It is 
ridioulous to nupposo that tho small 
number of inhabitants in this Colony 
can ever look for a reduced tariff, or 
accomplish any public improvement of 
magnitude, or suoh as would tend to 
inoroaso thoir prosperity to any con- 
siderable oxtont, while thoy aro requir- 
ed to pay the present onormous salar- 
ies to officials. Our whole strength 
and substance is absorbed by tbo 
Government, and even that has every 
appearanoo of being about exhausted 
A " quick and decisivo stop imust be 
taken, but it must unmistakably oman- 
alo from the pooplo. Tho folly of al- 
lowing themselves to bo misled by 
talking embodiments of buncombe, has 
been Bovoroly visitod on tho colonists ; 
itho representations laid beforo tho 
Colonial Office have been bo much at 
-variance and so numerous that tho 
Colonial Secretaries have boon oom- 
pellod to givo up tho solution of tho 
•problom in despair. Ouo alter 
another thoy have shown theinselvoa 
tready and willing to do all that lay in 
thoir power to assist tho people of this 
Colony in forming a Government 
most suitablo to its population and re- 
quirements, and every change has 
only tonded to oomplicato matterBmore 
inextricably and to produce loudor 
complaints on tho pai ; tof tho governed 
And why 1 Bdcauso tho pooplo have 
never been represented in any of the 
. changes that bavo taken place. Tho 
proper courso is solf-apparpnt ; the 
, ooloniBtB must dotormiuo on the .kind of 



govornmont thoy require and bavo it 
clearly stated in a memorial to tho 
Homo Government accompaniod by a 
monster petition Biguod by tbe colonists 
themselves, and thoy may rest per- 
fectly satisfied that it will bo at onoo 
complied with, ft is more nonsense 
to assert that tho English Government 
has any other desiro than that of tho 
prosperity aud happiness ct' tbo col* 
onists at large, and no obstuclo will 
bo thrown in tho way, no matter how 
that end is to be attained, so long as 
t,ho colonists aro unanimous.

The Iutcraaiional Cricket Match. 

[l/KOlr OUR si'KOIAL CORUESl'ONDENT.] 
San Fkancisco, April 16, 18GU. 
According to promise I now send you some 
acoount of i ho proceedings of the Cricketers 
since their departure from Victoria. The 
trip down on the steomer Active was very 
enjoyable ; wo hud calm weather tbe first 
two days, and alter that a siilf breeze from 
the North which helped us along consider- 
ably ; the patsage was made in 3 dnys and 
23 hours, reaching Sun Francisco at 9:30 c. 
m. on the l2tu. Soon after leaving Victoria 
• ballot was takeo lor Captain, resulting in 
the section ol .Mr. Drake ; the choice was 
donbtleis a good one and gave geoeral 
flatisluciion. No ono Buffered Irom sea sick- 
ness, or at any rate none confetsed the soft 
impeachment- Schools of whaltg, shoals ol 
porpoises, s-'tili, sea lions and the like, 
formed the staple excitement on board, wben 
these failed pelting the sea gul s with lumps 
o( coal Was coQ^idtred great fun; However, 
as moft of Jour readers have made at one 
time or other ike passage lo or from Sau 
Francisco, I will absiain from erjy further 
remarks on this head. Tbe Victorians met 
■with a kindly greeting ou the wharf from 
sundry rneaibors of the California Cricket 
Olub, and pfoeeed'ed to their quarters at Ibe 
Cosmoplitan Hotel, on Hush street. In the 
the alterriooD they visited the ground, which 
is situate about two miles from the centre 
Of the city, u »d bud two or three hours' 
practice. This was repeated on tbe two 
following days, the llith and 1-ltb, and it is 
■very tortunate that tho Victoria team have 
bad so much time allowed previous to the 
mil oh, fa the ground is very different from 
Beacon Hill, being very hard and lively, 
' which causes tho ball lo shoot in a very 
vicious manner, indeed I tbink most of Ibe 
Victorians will be black and blue by the 
time tbey have fulfilled all their crickeiing 
engagements bore. Tbe ground and build- 
ings connected therewith are a speculation ot 
Messrs- Hattoa & Kohler ; they bove tbe 
support Of all the Cricket aud Ball Clubs in 
the city- There are about five acres closely 
fenced with boards ten feet high ; inside tbe 
enclosure i4 a carriage drive and velocipede 
track all round the ground; also a > grand 
• stand capable of apcoiamodatiog 300 pooplo , 
refreshment saloon*, dressing rooms, mar- 
quees, tents, etc , io short everything neces- 
sary for the cumlort of the players and 
spectators. The first and the match was 
oummencod yesterday morning at eleven 
o'clock, and was to have baeu continued to- 
day, but unluckily there has been a sieady 
rainfall all the Borning rondering play out 
ol the question i it will therefore be conclud- 
ed tomorrow, hat the steamer leaving in 
tho morning 1°' Portland I can only give you 
particulars ol the rmt day's play io this 
letter.

Wihtk Pink — A Partial Failure.— Par- 
ties from San Francisco i-tate that the ardor 
ol intending White Pioers has buen consid- 
erably damped by the return to tbe bay of a 
large cumber of disappointed men, who 
report many other disgusted silver hunters 
in thoir wake. A few o( the mines undoubt- 
edly pay well; but a large majority exist 
only on paper and find purohascra ooly 
among those whose better judgment is 
dazzled by tbe success that bas attended tho 
efforts of u few fortunate men. A great 
many Victorians are at the mines; but wo 
have not lioird of good luck attending any 
ol thorn except M'. Win. Losho, who had 
a,.e iod a coffee saloon aod was miking 
in u.ey fast. Great deal ol sickness baa de- 
veloped itielf among the immigrants. The 
hospital nearest the miuos was full of pati- 
ents, half of whom wore rbouinotics aod the 
remainder afflicted with poeumcnii, Other 
unfortunates wero arriving at the hospital 
daily, crippled with rheumatism, or dying 
with pneumonia; severnl deaths Irom tbo 
lat er oaose being m intioned by tbe correa- 

poudonto. Tbe violltna aro taUcn oil with 

terrible suddennofs. Smallpox also prevails 
iu the vici ity.
